We adopt the principles of the platform of the 
Mational demecratic purty, promulgated in St, 
Louis in 18-8, as the basisand essential to the 
continuance of e government which is +o be repul- 
lican in spiritas well asii mame. Tiese princi- 
ples in fact anteda‘e all ex'sting governments 
and have incited and sustained every effort ever 
made to liberate the mas.es from the thrallom of 
the few to advance freedom of thought and speech 
and to broaden the boundaries of human liberty. 
The peo; le are of rght the sole scuice cf power, the 
final arbiter of whatever anvectsthelrowu wel- 
fare and destiny, and public ollicers aro their pub- 
lic servauisaud accountable to them for the man-~ 
agement of their trust, Constitutions adopted by 
the people cxpress their willand should not be 
nullified, restricted or enlarzed by construction. 

Thea p-arance of huge monopolies and trust son 
the one handand comuivunists on the other, ere 
equally dangerous—the former seoking to control 
the entire order of things, and the latter seeking to 
disrupt allorder. The latter, however, is the result 
of the former, and both arethe offspring of the 
extravagance and corruption of the so-called 
reymiblican party. 

The tarifi formulated and maintained by the 
party nourishes the unhealthy growth of the money 
power at the expense ot every industry. It swelis 
the fortunes of the rich by saddling burdens upon

| THE WHITE HOUSE TOO PUBLIC. 


President’s Office. 

Wasrinaton, Jnly 18.—Colonel John M. 
Wilson, conimissioners of public buildings and 
grounds,in his anyual report to the chtef of 
engineers, recommends that an office building 
be crected fortho use of the president, just 
west of the white house and where the green- 
house and conservatory now stand. The latter, 
he says, njgut be built on the ground just east 
of the white heuse and between it and the 
treasury bailding. Itis believed that the time 
has come when the chief magistrate of the 
country slronid no longer be obliged to have 
his private residence and his office under the 
Ssaine roof. ‘The president, the réport says, 
is entitled to the same privacy in his home life 
as the humblest citizen. The suggestion is 
made that the conservatory to be erected 
might be connécted with the white honse by a 
picture galliry opening out of the east room 
and containing the portraits of all the presi- 
dents of the United States and of ladies who 
have assisted them in the special duties de- 
volving upon the president. 

A PLUM FOR THE ARCHITECTS. 

These ideas are submitted with the hope 
that congress will take the initiative, and at 
least pass a Jaw inyiting all architects of the 
country to submit designs for the buildings to 
be used for tio purposes named. A prize, it 
is thought, should be given tothe designer 
whose plan is accepted. It is recommended 
that the white honse stables be removed from 
their present locaticn to a site to be purchased 
on the other side of 17th street and further 
away from the white house. It is said at tire 
White house that the president will return to 
Washington tomorrow, brut will goto Deer- 
park wgain Friday or Saturday. 

A meeting of the cabinet will be held at the 
white house tomorrow, probably late in the 
afternoon or evening. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON'S PLANS. 

Private Secretary Halford, who was in 
charge of the white house today, said that the 
president has not yet fully mapped out his 
plans for the summer, but will undoubtedly do 
so tomorrow or the next day. The president 
is very mucli pleased with Deerpark, and no 
longer !ooks ‘with favor upon the original 
plan of raiJroad trips to and from Washington 
once a week, especially as he feels that the 
administration of public affairs for tho next 
few weeks can be conducted at Deerperk with 
far more Satisfaction than at Washin;- 
ton. Mr. Halford said further’ that 
there appeared to be no. particular 
necessity at present for stated mectings of 
the cabinet and if the occasion arose they 
could be held at Deerpark just as well as in 
Washington. It is more likely that the presi- 
dent will take up the business of each de- 
partment separately, in which event indi- 
vidual members of the cabinet would visit 
Decrpark whenever their presence was de- 
sired. It would therefore appear that while 
the matter is still undetermined, the presi- 
dent will probably establish his official head- 
quarters at Deerpark for thesumimer. Lur- 
ing the president’s absence the white house Is 
uudergoing its usual summer renovation. 
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THE EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 


The First Day’s Session at Nashviile—Man- 
ual Training Considered. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 16.—The National 
Council of Educational association opened its 
four days’ session in tiits city today. General 
meetings of the association were opened at 

‘herokee park with a barbecue. Governol 
Tayler, the mayor of Nasiiville, and the state 
superintendent of instruction, extended words 
of welcome, to which the ofiicers and others cf 
the association responded in appropriate 
words, each section of the country being rep- 
resented in the respouses.- The weather is all 
that can be desired—cool and cloudy. 

About 4,500 delegates have arrived up to 
thisevening. Many are absent at Lookout 
mountain and on excursions. Nearly every 
state and territory is represented, and delegates 
are present from Canada.  Fiitcen hundred 
delegates assembled in the Theater Vendome 
in the evening. After the presentation of a 
cavel from the Alabama delegation, the meet- 
ing proceeded to consider the subject of manue! 
training. 

Professor Woodward, of St. Louis, carnestly 
advocated manuai training. The subject of 
mmanual training was assailed and defended, 
and its future place in public instruction is un- 
settled so far as the convention considered the 
subject. The national council have also de- 
ferred iinal action on the matter for one vear. 
The subject of denominational schools to be 
treated by Bishop Keane, of Washington, and 
Cardinal Gibbons, of Ea!timore, tomor:rrcuw, 
has excited great interest.

THE ELECTION WAS STOPPED. 


The Anti-Administration Faction in Okla 
homa Attempt to Hold an Election. 

OKLAHOMA, July 16.—At six o’clock this 
morning, in defiance of Mayor Crouch’s procla- 
mation, and the special order of General 
Merriam, anattempt was made by the anti- 
adiinistration faction to hold a charter elec- 
tion. Fwo polling places were established. 
Near each Were stationed squads of United 
States soldiers and detachments of special 
police. Mayor Crouch, accompanied by City 
Marshal Kuntz, approached the polling place 
at Broadway and demanded of the men in 
charge by what mght they were holding an 
election. ‘‘By the authority of the people,” 
they replied. The mayor and marshal tcok 
possession of the poll books’ and 
baliot-boxes and conveyed them to 
he city hall, where they locked 
themup. They then procecded to the second 
polling place and repeated the prceceedings. 
A few minutes iater the mayor and marshal 
were both arrested on warrants sworn out by 
United States Commissioner Spears, of Guth- 
rie, on the charge of intimidation, but were 
later released by Commissioner Sommers, of 
this city, who discharged them after hearing 
the evidence. No conflicts occurred between 
the factious. A meeting of the charter faction 
was held tonight and it was determined to 
make a further attemnt to hold au election at 
a future time. 
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SIATEEN OF THE CREJV LOST. 
The Captain of a Fishing Schooner Brings in 
a Sad Story. 
,0sToN, July 16.—The fishing schooner 
Edith Emery, Captain Patrick Sullivan, ar- 
rived today with only three of her crew of 


nineteen men. Sunday morning when the 
IXmery was about seventy miles off Highland 
Light, the missing men set out in dories to 
tend the trawls. The weather was very thick 
and the fog became so heavy as to shut out all 
sight of them from the vessel. 

Search was kept up until Monday afternoon, 
fog horns being biown ard as much noise 


made as possible to attract their attention, but 
nothing could be seen or heard of the men. 
The captain is nearly distracted over the loss 
of the men, although he believes they have 
been picked up by a passing vessel, as fishing 
vessels were numerous at the point where 
they were lost. The wind was not blowing 
heavily, and he sees no reason for fear of cap- 
sizing, even should the men be adrift forty- 
eight hours before being picked up. Ali but 
two ofthe crew are married and have large 
families,

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A SURPRISED COURT. 


PARNELE WITHDRAWS WIS COUNSEL 
FROM THE COMALISSION, 


AND MAKES A REQUEST OF THE COURT 


That if It lias Any More Basiness for Him 
to Ploase Hurry—Serious Charges Against 
General Boulenger—Other News. 


Lonpon, July 16.—Upen thefopening of the 
Parnell commissien this merning, Sjr Charies 
{ussell, counsel for Mr. Parnell, arose and ad- 
dressing the court stated that after a full con- 
sideration of the situation Mr. Parnell had in- 
structod himand Mr. Asquith, also of counsel, 
to he longer represent him before the commis- 


sion. 

In reply to Sir Charles’s statement, which 
virtually was a notification that Mr, Parnell 
declined to make any further presentation of 
his case before the cemmission, Presiding Jus- 
tice Hannen said: 

“Mr. Parnell! will, of course, remain subject 
to the jurisdiction of the court.’’ 

Messrs. Reid and Lockweod, counsel for 
other members of parliament, against whom 
charges were made by the Times, then also 
Withdrew from the case. 

Mr. Parnell made a personal application to 
the court asking that if there was any design 
to further examine him, such examination be 
proceeded with without delay. He coms 
plained of Attorney-General Webster’s action 
in postponing for three months his re-examina- 
tion cn the subject of checks drawn by Mr. 
Parnell. The court, Mr. Parnell declared, 
ought to appoint a day for his re-examination 
or else 
DISCHARGE HIM FROM FURTHER ATTENDANCE. 

Presiding Justice Hannen promised to try 
to meet the convenience of Mr. Parnell by re- 
calling him on Thursday. 

After counsel for Mr. Parnell and other 
members of parliament had retired, Presiding 
Justice Hiannen said that the scope of inquiry 
would not be altered by their action. Persons 
hitherto represented by counsel could appear 
in their own defense if they desired. 

The taking of testimony was then resumed. 
Mr. James O’Kelly, member of the house of 
commons for North Roscommon, was ealled, 
and he declared that he had no statement to 
make. On cross examination, he admitted 
that he was a member of the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood from 1866 to 1570. In 1871 an at- 
teinpt to arrest him was made when he was 
living in Ireland under the nameof John 
Smith. Letters were found in his luggage 
from an agent who was shipping arms to 
Ireland. Sir Henry James, of counsel for the 
Times, produced several lotters written by Mr. 
O'Kelly, partly in invisible ink, in which 
reference was made tothe shipment of arms 
and the doings of the Fenians. 

One of the letters, 1eferring to a remittance 
of $21,500 from America, contained a passage 
reading: ‘‘We are ready to take the field 
wheu proper orders are issucd to regimental 
conunanders,’’ 

HE WAS AN ORGANIZER. 

Witness admitted that the letter was authen- 
tic. While witness wes in America he joined 
the Clan-na-Gael. This organization sent him 
to [reiand as a military ofticer to reorganize 
the men. He received =0,CO) toward his ex- 
penses. Ile did not etrect the objeet of his 
mission, finding that agentsin Ircland declined 
to co-operate with him. He, therefore, con- 
sidered his mission ended and went to France. 
lie sent his resignation to America and re- 
turned $8,000. Since that time he had had no 
connection with the Clan-na-Gael or Fenians. 
During his career in parliament he had re- 
eecived nomoney from America. He denied 
spending 310,000, which had been entrusted to 
him for election purposes. 

A FENIAN TESTIFIES. 

Matthew Harris, member of the house of 
commons for East Galway, testified that he 
joined the Fenians in 1865. The death penalty 
to traitors was not an essential feature of the 
Ienian constitution. Mr. Harris instanced the 
case of Informer IKkickKlham, and said that the 
society, after discussion, decided that he 
should not be shot. 

Presiding Justice Hannen—‘The fact that 
there was such discussion implies much.” 

Continuing, witness said that the Fenian 
council of 1881 was held in Paris for the sake 
of the security of Mr. Davitt, who had been 
arrested, and they did not know whose turn 
would be next. It was, therefore, thought bet- 
ter to meet out of Ireland. He admitted say- 
ing in speech that he did not go about from 
platform to platform caterwanling over the 
death of Lord Frederick Cavendish. His 
language was used in the heat of controversy, 
and was not meant to justify the murder. He 
had qualitied the speech made by him in 
which he said he should not mind seeing land- 
lords shot down like partridges. 

THE LOYAL AND PATRIOTIC LEAGUE. 

T. W. Russell, unionist member of parlia- 
ment, inan interview today declared that the 
only reason for opposing an inspecticn of the 
affairs of the Trish loyal and patriotic union 
was the fact that hundreds of persons had sub- 
scribed to the movement under the pledge of 
secrecy. He said that Hlouston, secretary of 
the union, asked him in 1587 whether a lotter 
which he showed him was in the handwriting 
ofa certain Parnellite member of parliament. 
He replied that he thought not, and after that 
neither himself nor other members of the com- 
mittee of the union, to his knowledge, knew 
anything about the matter until a fac simile 
of the letter was published. In November, 
1*88,he cautioned Houston azainst having deal- 
incs with Vigott, of whom he had never keard 
any good. 

MR. HEALY PLEASED AT THE ACTION. 

DvuBiin, July 16.—Timothy Healy, M. F., 
presiding at a mecting of the national league 
today, declared that the withdrawal of Mr. 
Parneil and his colleagnes from the eommis- 
sion court would greatly please Irish people 
both at home and abroad, Forthe report of the 
commission the Parnellites did vot care a 
rush. Jtegarding the tenants defense league 
he said there was nothing new in the moye- 
ment but it Would put new lifo and vigor into 
the old mervement. 

Comments of the Times. 

Lonpon, July 17.—The Times in a leading 
article to-day sincerely- thanks Sir Charles 
Russell and others for their assistance in the 
commission court. It saysit is heartily glad 
thatthey did not retire earlier, and cannot 
undorstand why they retire now that the case 
is almost concluded. It states that the Irish 
League and Patriotic Union had nothing what- 
e@-cr to do with the chirges of the Tine, and 
that they were made entirely on the paper’s 
own responsibility. 
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GRENFELL IN COMMAND. 
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The Dervishes Keceiving Reinforcements 
and arein Strong Position, 

Catro, July 16,—Advices from the front state 
that General Grenfell has assumed command. 
The Egyptian troops occupy a position two 
miles long, near the village of Bellana. Artil- 
lery is in the center and cavalry is stationed 
up the river for the purpose of watching tho 
dervishes. Nad-El-Jumi, the dervish leader, 
occupies a strong position at Khor. The der- 
vishes number 2,500 fighting men. Several 
thousand reinforcements are coming to them 
from Dongola. 


Serlous Charges Against Boulanger. 

Paris, July 1).—The Temps says that cipher 
telegrams have been discovered which prove 
that General Boulanger was at the head of the 
plot to march upon the Elysee palace, and that 
several officers of high rank had promised him 
their support. The Temps further says that 
the charges of embezzlement against Bou- 
langer relate to the purchase of camp bedsteads 
and other supplies for troops, and to the mal- 
versation of funds of the War ministry. Among 
other charges, it says the general is accused of 
using the funds of the war ministry to buy

Paris, July 16.—M. Proust, announces the 
Withdrawal of the request to the chamber of 
deputies for credit for the purchase of Millet’s 
“Angelus.’”’ The painting will, therefore, be- 
come the property of the American Art asso- 
ciation. 

Paris, July 16.—The agent of the American 
Art association wili exhibit ‘Tle Angelus” in 
Paris for two months for the benefit of chariia- 
ble institutions. The syndicate, in order to 
console the management of the louvre gallery 
for the loss of the picture, hes presented them 
with Courbat’s ‘‘Haunt of the Stags.’’ 

The Messengers Were Beaten. 

Carno July 16.—Genera, Grenfell sent mes- 
sengers to Nad El Jumi with a proclamation 
summoning him to surrender. The messen- 
gers Were severely beaten, but Nad El Jumi 
read the proclamation to the assembly of der- 
vishes. The result isnot known. It is belicv- 
ep that many chiefs are inclined to desert Nad 
Fl Jemi. All villages in the vicinity profess 
loyalty to the khedive. 

The Balloon Collapsed. 

Lonpon, July 16.--Lennox, assistant of Hig- 
gins, the parachutist, was killed at Manches- 
ter today by the collapse of the hailoon in 
which they had made an ascension. Higgins 
escaped without injury. 

}The Czar Will Visit Berlin. 

FRANKFORT, July 16.—The Gazette says it 
has learned from unofiicial, but good authority, 
that the czar will make a visit to Berlin in the 
latter part of August.

SAN Francisco, July 16.—The steamer Cit 
of New York arrived last evening from Hong 
Kong and Yokchama.

Kwangtang, that early on the morning of the 
2d of June, Chan Ping and Ping Yuen districts 
vere foeded by the bursting of a water spout 
or tornado, described by the Chinese as _ a 
water dragon, and the level country was 
flooded with nearly thirty-six feet of water. 
Many houses were wholly swept away, while 
others were inundated. Upwards of 6,v00 lives 
were lost. 

THE ADAMS SHORTAGE. 
A Proposition to Compromise the Matter at 
&S,000. 

Macon, Ca., July 16.—[Special.!—Tonight, 
at the city councii meeting,thefbondsmen of ex- 
City Teasurer O. F.fAdams submitted a prop- 
osition to paythe city eight thousand dollars 
settlement in full of the Adams’s indebtedness 
of nearly seventeen thousand dollars. The 
council agreed to accent eight thousand dol- 
lars net, and stipulates that the bondsmen or 
Adams shail pay the city attorney’s fees for 
bringing suit. Alsooverdrawn check of 3400, 
due the Exchange bank, and signed “UO. F, 
Adams, treasnrer.’” It is thought that the 
city’s attorney’s fee can be compromised at 
S100, Ifso, the total amount reanired of the 
bondsmen will be $8,500 cash immedialtely ?. 

The city is indebted to the bond commission 
over thirty thonsand dollars, for which the 
commission isnow suing. Mayor Price holds 
that the city is not due the bond commission 
the entiro amount, claiming that Adams’s 
shortage was of the bond commission money, 
for which the city is lable. Alderman 
Chestney introduced a resolution that when 
Adams’s bondsmen pay the 388,000, that the 
council pay the money to the bond commis- 
sion. Mavor Price vacated the chair, and 
mady a speech against the passage of the reso- 
lution, and asked that the maiter 
be referred to the mayor and 
city attorney for action, and to _ be 
reported to council next ‘Tuesday night. 
Alderman Proudfit amended the mayor's mo- 
tion by including the finance commitiee with 
the mayor and city attorney, to consider the 
payment of the 35,000 to the bond commission. 
Mr. Chestney accepted Proudfit’s amendment, 
and deferred his resolution till next Tuesday 
night. Public opinion is that Adams embezs 
zeled the bond commission’s money, and net 
the city’s, as Mayor Price holds. Then the 
£8,000 should bo paid instanter tothe bond 
commission. Several aldermen said tonicht 
that there is no doubt the city owes the bond 
commission and should confess judgment to 
the entire amount and not fight the matter in 
the courts.

NASHVILLE, July 16.—Tom Conder, who 
murdered Jack Riiey, near Troy, Obion 
county, in September last, was hanged yester- 
day.

Conder 
and Mrs. Riley, wife of the victim and mother- 
in-law of the murderer, were arrested for the 
killing of Riley and tried. Condert§¥was 
sentenced tobe hanged and Mrs, Riley toim 
prisonment forlife. She mace aconfession, 
saying that Kiley was shot and killed by Con- 
der and that she was present at the time the 
crime was committed. Conder was forty-three 
years old and a Mormon.

DEATH 


BY A WELL KNOWN RAILROADER 


A, J. Wylie Finds Uis Wife With W. J. Pelot 
and Shoots Liim to Death—Story 


of the Crime. 


Another tragedy was added to Atlanta's 
Critninal record last night. 

Ex-policeman W.J. Pelot was shot and 
killed on Hightower street, just above Humph- 
reys, last night a few minutes after 10 
o’Rlock. 

The man who did thse shooting was A. J. 
Wiley, watchman at the East Tennessee 
shops. 

The canse of the shooting was a liason be- 
tween lelot and Wiley’s wife. 

SCENE OF THE SHOOTING. 

That portion of Hightower street is built up 
the other 
thereis an open common thickening into a 
patch of dark woods. 

A few minutes after 10 o’clock the little 
neighborhood was thrown into a tumult bya 
nuinber of pistol shots. 

Three of them were in rapid succession and 
tlie other two after a short interval. 

Mingled with the echoes of the shots were 
the screams of a woman, and it was only a 
moment before a number of people came run- 
ning to the scene of the excitement. 

Those who first arrived found a handsome 
woman bending cver the form of a man who 
Was groaning in mortal agony. The woman 
continued screaming, and those who first ar- 
rived saw her turn the dead man’s face upward, 
all the while screaming as if she were mad 
With terror. 

Oflicer Reeves arrived in a minute or two 
after thé shvoting, and inquired who did the 
shooting. 

‘*The man who did it ran off that way,’’ re- 
plied a negro woman, pointing in the direction 
of the East Tennessee shops. 

Doctors Brantly and Bryant arrived in a few 
minutes, closed the dead man’s eyes and began 
to look for the cause of his death. 

Somebody brought a little, smoky brass 
lainp, and by its flickering light could be seen 
the bloed oozing from his mouth, and there 
was a wicked locking hole in the right breast 
just above the nipple. 

THE WOMAN WAS GONE. 

Somebody asked where the woman was, and 
the reply was that she had gone into a house 
just across the street. 

Nobody could teil anything about it. 

The body had been turned over, as the man 
had evidently fallen on his face, and it was 
evident that the weeping woman had done 
this act for the dying man. 

Dr. Bryant telephoned the polica station, 
and Sergeant Curtright went at once to the 
scene ofthe killing. On the way several par- 
ties were encountered, and they stopped the 
sergeantand gave him such information as 
led him to proceed at once to the home of A. 
J. Wiley, 354 Whitehall street. 

4:rousing the ipmates, Sergeant Curtright 

vas asked by young liobert Wiley: 

“What do you want ?”’ 

“T want your father. He has killedaman.” 

“Who was it—Pelot?’” he esked. 

The officer started at once toward the shops 
where Wilev was night watchman, and the 
three sons, Robert, Met and Charlie Wiley, 
dressed hurriedly and ran around to where the 
shooting occurred. 

CURSING THE DEAD MAN. 

A large crowd had gathered about the 
corpse, which was lying at full length on 
the high bank by the roadside. 

Somebody had straightened the legs 
crossed the hands on his breast. 

The moon shone feebly through a film of 
cloud, and with the finttering lamps illumi- 
nated the ghostly features. 

Suddenly a young man pushed his way 
through the crowd and pausing an instant he 
fixed his eyes on the dead man and shaking 
his clenched fist at the prostrate form he mut- 
tered: 

“You G——d d—d cowardly cur!”’ 

Wheeling around he passed through tho 
crowd and was joined by his brother, Charlie. 
The boys ran into the house and spoke a few 
words to their mother, and then d isappeared 
inthe Woods, going inthe direction of the 
East Tennessee shops.

Ag ean ih istration of this 
fact we would cite tle following: A person in Ger- 
nany may leave that count: y with the germs of 
smallpox in his system, cross the ocean and enter 
any state in this union before the disea-e would be 
fully devcloy ed. Again, a person may leave 
Havana wi th the germs of ‘yellow fever in his sys- 
tem, jand in Florida in forty-two hours aud travel 
through Georsia before he would be taken down 
with vellow feyer, At the present time the state of 
Georgia is every yerr menaced with importation of 
yellow fiver trom Havana through Floride. The 
nearness of Havana to various ports in Florida and 
the well-known fact that sinugglirg vessels often 
but two days abseut from Havana slip ip'o various 
landings in Florida with iniected persons, bagyage 
anid freight, renders that state Hable to in- 
vasion by epidemics of fellow fever 
every year, Again this committee feels con- 
strained to SAY hat by the law of Florida yei- 
low fev risliableto be imported at eny time by 
regu'ar steamships J which undergo sanitary inspee~ 
tion at Florida ports, and thenee be imported into 
this state, unless ‘Ge: rgia@ institutes a most rigid 
sanitary sury Silance at the G: reia line.

The latter limits the work-day for minors to 
ten hours and makes it a misdemeanor to work 
thom for a longer time, It was intended 
principally to protect country children 
from overwork in the cotton picking 
Season, and on Senator Boyd’s request was re- 
ferred to the committee on agriculture.

B second time, were Senator Hall’s bill to pre- 
scribe the manner in which rules for the

hibit the sale of cigarettes, or substitutes for 
them, to minors.

Victs of tho state, so far as possible; second, 
the contribution of its fair share to the mainte- 
mance by free labor; and third, the 
contribution just proportion of the 
expense by property of the 
throuch an ad = valerem tax. 
employment of all the misdemcanor 
Convicts is recommenced. 

Senator Dracdwell moved a reference of the 
memoriez! to the general judiciary committee, 
Bayingthat in connection with the convict 
lease there were qucestious which would-+equire 
the wisdom of the ablest lawyers of the 
Benate.

Mr. Lamar, of Richmond, puts such a con- 
struction on the constitutional provision that 
+44 the East Tennessee would be ineligible to 
bid. 
‘*Take the Richmond and Danville,’’ he ex- 
plained. ‘A large number of the stockhold- 
ers, representing the bulk of the property of 
the Richmond and Danville, may also owna 
bulk of the property of the Central road, but 
the two roads are two separate and distinct 
corporations, with two sets of books and two 
sets of officers, etc. If the Richmond and, 
Danville, as a corporation, were to buy up 4 
contro!ling interest in a competitive line it 
would be unconstitutional.” 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, puts a broader con- 
struction on the language of the constitution. 

‘It is our duty,” said he, ‘‘to follow the in- 
tent of the constitution, even thongh a 
carefully framed bill could be passed to lease 
the road to a competitive line, and still stand 
the test of the courts. The main question in 
my mind is as to the definition of the term 
‘competitive.’ The East Tennessee is, geo- 
graphically, the only competitive line of the 
Western and Atlantic. The West Point is a 
continuation, and as far removed as it can be 
from being a geographically competitive line. 

jut suppose the same stockholders that own 

most of the East Tennessee stock should also 
own most of the West Point, then the West 
Point would be, in one sense, a competitive 
line of the Western and Atlantic.” 

Mr. Huff, of Bibb, raised the question of bet- 
terments—what are we going to lease! 

Judge Lawson,of Putnam, read the outline 
of a proposition from the iessees, drawn up by 
Major J. B. Cummings, of Augusta. It wili 
probably be brought up in the house as a reso- 
lution. 

The proposition enumerates the main points 
in dispute, and then offers to leave the whole 
matter, for final adjudication, to five arbitra- 
tors—two to be appointed by the state, two by 
the lessees. and the fifth to be selected by the 
four so chosen. 
one eminent lawyer and one eminent railroad

‘1, Whether tho lessees are bound to keep the 
leaso property in its present first class condition 
until the end of the lease. 

‘2 Whether the lessees may not, under the 
lease contract and the law, permitthe property 
torun down tothe condition it was in at the 


, commencement of the lease. 


‘3, Whether the lessees have the rght 
during the continuation of the lease to remove 
any of the fixtures they have put onthe 
realty and the valne of such fixtures. 

‘4, Whether the state should pay any sum, 
and ifso, what sum, in consideration of an 
agreement by the lessees to keep the property 
in its present condition to the end of the lease. 

“5. What isthe value ef the rolling stock 
owned by the lessees overand above that re- 
ceived from the state by the lessees. 

“S. What sum,if any, the state owes the 
lessces for taxes paid to the state of Tennessee 
on that portion of the lease property that lies 
in the state of Tennessee, and what offset if 
any the state has to that indebtedness.”’ 

Major Cummings also added that the lessees 
would consent that the board of arbitrators so 
chosen should be subject to contirmation hy the 
senate before being empowered to adjudicate 
in the matter.

ile. 

Now, another illustration to show how difficult a 
matter itis forthe legislature to give ‘‘compicte 
and impartial protection’ to persons haying inter- 
est in property where the state is also interested. 

It was my privilege, lest summer, to heur a mem- 
ber of the present legislature make a speech to his 
constituents in which he was asking for their suf- 
frages. Among other things he said in substance 
this: “1 pledge you my word and honor, ifyou 
elect me, 1 will vote against giviug the lessees of 
the state road one cent for betterments. I thiuk 
Joe Brown has had enough from the state of 
Georgia auyway.’’ Now that member is a lawyer, 
and anable one,and he knew well that law and 
equity would not entitle the s’ate to anything 
except what she originaliy leased;and 1 have no 
doubt but that a majority of the members made the 
samme pledge to their various constituents; and 
stand now ready to withhold from, or to refuse to 
pay to the lessees what the courts of the country 
will finally award them. 

Now, if the state bad not iowned the Western and 
Atlantic road, the Marietta and North Georgia rord 
would have been completed to Atlanta, and a new 
artery added tothe commercial heart jot the state. 
If the state did not own the Western and 
Atlantic road, the members of the legislature 
would be unbiased and unprejudiced, and ready 
aud willing to pass a law giving ‘impartial and 
complete protection” to§the property of tle lessees. 
To avoid such as this in the future, itis the im- 
perative duty of the state to dispose of that which 
makes it unjust to any of its citizens, 2. Because 
the sale of the road now would pay off the public 
debt; and there is every reason to believe that it 
would not do so at the expiration of another lease. 

As to the second proposition, it is said by Judge 
Harrell that the road could be sold for «nough with 
some other property the state has to pay off 
its debt; if so why not do it and 
save the interest we will have to pay on the debt. 
Thus taxation would be greatly redaced, and more 
be saved to the people each year than the income 
from the Western and Atlantic railroad yields. 

Again, everything indicates thatin fifteen or 
twenty years railroads can be built much cheaper 
than now, and there will necessarily be more com- 
peting lines, and they will not be so profitable as 
now.

PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION. 


A Bill to Abolish Jury Exemptions in Trials 
of Felony. 

Senator L. D. Shannon, of Twiggs county, 
has in preparation a very important bill, which 
will abolish jury exemptions in trials of felony. 

‘The bench and bar of the state are prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of such a bill,’”’ said 
the senator last night. ‘‘It would save the 
state a great expense and would make avail- 
able for jury duty a great deal of good ma- 
terial that cannot now be used on account of 
exemptions. In Bibb county, for instance, 
there are 500 exemptions for military men, 
firemen, ete., and on that account it was im- 
possible to geta jury in the Woolfolk case. 
They got a change of venue to Houston, anda 
swarm of witnesses had to be carried from 
Bibb down to Perry and kept there during the 
trial. With the expense of railroad fare and 
board of witnesses, the trial cost the state 
about twice what it would have cost in Bibb. 

‘Of course there would bea few necessary 
exceptions made, asin the case of railrcad 
men or persons, an interruption of whose busi- 
ness would seriously inconvenience the public, 
but the great majority of exemptions, by this 
bill will be abolished as far as trials of felony 
are concerned,”’

Selects This City asthe Next Place of Its Meeting 
and Next November as the Time—Business 
Transacted by the Executive Committee at 
Chicago Yesterday. 


July 16.—The meeting of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Knights of Laber began 
today at the Sherman house, with General 
Master Workman Powderly and the following 
members present: General secretary and treas- 
urer, John W. Hays, of Philadelphia: J. Jd.

of a local assembly’s jurisdiction. 

Will Not Accept the Reduction. 

READING, Pa., July 16—The nailers of the 
Brooke iron company at Birdsboro, in this 
county, today, decided not to accept the re- 
duction proposed by the company two weeks 
ago. The nail factory isnot running and the 
firm’s sheet mill has shut down in conse- 
quence. Both establishments employ 300 
hands. The firm proposed the reduction be- 
cause of general dullness in the nail market. 


THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


It Held Another Meeting of Importance 
Yesterday. 

The sub-committee appointed from the mili- 
tary advisory board to investigate the reports 
of the inspecting officers met yesterday morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock. Colonel Jones and Captain 
Sneed formed the committee. They made 
quick work of the delinquent companies and 
notified them to appear at the next meeting of 
the advisory board, which will be held in 
August, and show cause why they should not 
be disbanded. 

The full board met in the agricultural com- 
mittee room at 10 o’clock. Adjutant-General 
Kell presided. The other members present 
were Colonel Mercer, Lieutenant- 
eolonel Gerrard, Lieutenant-colonel Wil- 
berforce Daniel, Lieutenant-colonel Jones, 
Captain Gilbert and Captain Sneed. 

Applications for new companies were re- 
ceived from Athens, Rockmart, Dalton and 
four other towns. ‘They were all favorably 
considered, and as soon as these new compa- 
nies have complied with the requirements of 
the law they will be received as state troops. 

Colonel Mercer and Lieutenant Colonel 
Gerrard were appointed a committee to draw 
up a bill embodying the recommendations of 
Monday’s convention, which will be intro- 
duced to the legislature by Cvlonel Riley. 
When their work was completed the bill was 


submitted to the board and accepted by them. . 


It asks for an appropriation of not less than 
&25,000 annually, of which sum $5,000 per an- 
num is to be appropriated for the adjutant and 
inspector general’s department; $200 for each 
company of the forcé, providing that the com- 
pany shall be reported by the inspecting ofti- 
cer, as being in a good military condition. 
Twenty-five hundred dollars is to be expended 
in ammunition yearly to be used in rifle practice. 
There were several other clauses to tbe bill; 
among them was one providing for two state 
camping grounds, one in the upper portion of 
the state and one en the coast. Each company 
will be obliged to gointo camp for one week 
each year, and during that time non-commis- 
sioned ofticers, musicians and privates will 
receive one dollar a day; lieutenants, two dol- 
lars, captains and field ofiicers, three dollars 
and one ration for each officer and man. 

Colonel Mercer and Colonel! Gerrard decided 
that it would be unwise to insert a clause 
making it compulsory for militiamen to enlist 
for one year, consequently nothing was said of 
the matter, 

Colonel Riley takes the deepest interest in 
military matters and he will present the bill to 
the house almost immediately. Every effort 
will be made to getit’through? and all §the 
soldiers have great hopes that they will soon 
receive the heip from the state that they have 
always stood in need of,

daughter of Dr. Boring. one 
of <Atlanta’s oldest and most highly 
respected citizens. Mr. and Mrs. Pelot 
had but one child,a little girl, now four or 
tive years of age. 

Dr.; Brantly and others have seen him in 
that locality in citizens’ clothes several times 
Within the last fow weeks, the last time pre- 
vious tothe killing, about three wecks ago, 
late inthe evening,and yesterday afternoon 
about five o’clock, he was seen and accosted 
by a negro woman on Whitehall, near Humph- 


ries. 

“Hello! Mr. Couch,’’ said she. 

‘‘[ guess you are mistaken,”’ he replied. 

Last evening Mr. Pelot took supper at the 
home of Dr. Boring, where he and his wife 
have been living. After supper he sat on the 
front porch for afew minutes. When he got 
up to leave he turned to his wife and said 
‘Ella, I'l) only be gone a little while.”’ 

H{o had reached the sidewalk when his 
little daughter called to him:- ‘Papa, 
you haven’t kissed me.’’ She ran to 
the fence; her father reached over, drawing 
her to him, and kissed her several times and 
— to her that he would not be gone 
ong. 

He then walked down Alabama street to 
Whitehall and took acar. He was seen on 
the front platform by Dr. Brantly. 

Ho left the car before he came to Humphries 
street. How he walked to his death is told 
above. 

Mr. Pelot was a member of Red Cross lodge 
Knights of Pythias, and Comanche tribe No. 
G, Red Men. He was quite an euthusiast in 
fraternity matters.

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A MASS MEETING. 


COLORED PEOPLE CONSIDER 
THE NORMAL SCHOOL BILL, 


THE 


Speeches by a Number of Them at the Court- 
house Last Night—Some Resolutions Passed and 
Oiber Work Done. 


A mass meeting of the colored citizens sat 
down on the bill for colored schools. 

The meeting was called to assemble in the 
basement of the courthouse last night. 

About half-past eight, a balf hour after the 
hour advertised, a sufficient crowd had gath- 
ered for the opening of the meeting. 

Captain R. J. Henry called the meeting to 
order by pounding on the table with his um- 
brella handle aiid remarking that ‘‘the time 
which has been arriven’ has now arriven, and 
this mectin’ will now proceed to business.”’ 

Before he could resume his seat, Major 
Smith W. Easley jumped up and nominated 
Henry for chairman, amid achorus of seconds. 
He was elected, and Major Easlcy was almost 
as suddenly vested with the secretaryship. 

Chairman Henry announced again that the 
meeting was ready for business, at which a 
half dozen demanded to know what business 
they had there. 

Captain Henry couldn't give the information 
as fully as he thought it should be given, and 
for that reason requested Professor A. Graves 
to come forward and inform the audience of 
the object of the meeting. 

Professor Graves did as requested. He actu- 
ally grew eloquent in his mutilation of the 
bill of the gentieman from Whittield. Hésaid 
the meéetitig had assembléd to wipe it from the 
jace of the earth—with wind—as it was a 


.stench in the very nostrils of the colored peo- 


ple of the state. 

r He wanted the meeting to repudiate the 
compromise offered by the Glenn bill, and 
with this aim he moved the adoption of the 
following: 

ATLANTA, Ga,, July 16, 1889.—To the Laeg- 
islature ol! G2orgia—Geutlemen: We, the citizens 
of kuiten county, have looked with pride and 
pleasure at the measures proposed by bills now 
introduced in your honorable body for the vur- 
wy of providing better and more ample facilities 
or the higher education of the youth of the state. 
We are pleased toseethat you propose to add to 
the advantages now posses-ed by the state uni- 
versity at Athens, The school of technology re- 
cently erected by the munificiences of the state 
is not only an oruamentto A!lanta, but an honor to 
the hearts and heads of the legislators that per- 
fected it and a great credit to our state, 

We are truly proud of all these evidences on the 
part of our legislators to advance thecause of 
education and the general welfare of the state. 
But, gentlemen, in view of the fact that it is the 
policy” of the state that her educational facilities 
must be separate but jequal. we leave to state 
that a reference to the facts willsbow that the 
colored people have been whelly neglected in the 
matter of higher, technological and = agricul- 
tural education, The measure proposed by the 
Hon. W. C. Glenn does not mect our approval for 
the following reasons: 

ist. It is not equal to the facilities offered the 
white youth of the state. 

2d. It isa violation of the Confidence we tepose in 
your sense of justice to give usa fair and equal 
ch: sce fn the race of life. 

sd, It isnot what we want. We prefer to have 
this money returned to Atlanta university, the 
schoo! of our choice, which furnishes the varied fa- 
cilities of the State university. 

The people of Georgia, regardiess of race, were 
taxed to build the school of technology for Sere 
people. The colored people contributed a larg 
part of that fund; yet they are denied the oeietlenas 
that are there offered, and your ee body has 
faried to provide that “equal place.’ The failure 
to provide & place equal to Athens has irritated 
public sentiment among us. The disposition of the 
money appropriated to the Atlanta university for 
that purpose wes satisfactory to us, but you saw fit 
to change it. 

Recognizi: g the justice of our claims we respect~« 
fully insist upon having a school equal to Athens, 

A glaring wrong has been perpetra ted upon us In 
the founding any: dre sulating = tue experimental 
station. ‘ie men that are to be the formers of the 
future are excluded from its benefits. 

The branch colegesthat are being supported by the 
State cost allalike, and all the ci:izens should en- 
joy their advantages. If wecannot now have fae 
cilities equal to these furnished the white y: uth of 
the state, we respect: ully urge the acceptance of the 
adjustment now oflered by the Atianta university. 

The adoption of this resolution was deferred 
until the — of the meeting, when it passed 
unanimous! 

Professor ’ Graves was down on the pro- 
gramme for the openingspeech. He ascended 
the rostrum, and, assuming the position 
usually occupied by Judge Richard H. © lark, 
rolled up his sleeves and went.for Mr. Glenn 
and his bill in regular head cag!te fashion. 

When he had gotten behind the judicial 
desk, scine one in the audience yelled out: 

““That’s the place for you, and you ought to 
stay there, too!”’ 

This broug ht forth a roar of applause, 
mingled with such expressions as, ‘Right you 
are, “Say it again,’’ and other kindred 
rewiarks conmmon among the colored citizeds. 

Professor Grave’s bombs were thrown with a 
recklessness and profusion highly pléasing to 
his hearers. One of his chiei ob jections to the 
proposed normal schools was ‘‘the utter in- 
efliciency of any man or facuity in the state of 
Georgia to run such an institution. There was 
only one in the south. That was at Nashville, 
and they had to send to Europe fora man to 
run it. There wasn’t anybody in Georgia 
ginart enough to do it, and he was sure, for this 
reason alone, that the school would not be even 
a half-way success. 

“Do you want to dishonor the memory of our 
beloved Professor Edward Weir, and destroy 
the fruits.of his noble work’ exclaimed the 
professor. If you doyou can do it by accepting 
this normal schovl compromise.”’ 

“No, no!’’? came in achorus froin the further 
end of the hall. 

“Then set your unqualified condemnation on 
this infamous bill; Its adoption ineans that 
we are to be serfs andthe whites gentlemen. 
They are the favored race, and we déserve to 
be scris unless we knock atihe door of the 
leyisiature, and say we wust be heard in these 
things.”’ 

He paid a parting blow to the inan 
Whittield by observing : 

“The outside of that bill looks mighty nice, 
but its a man. 
he wasonthe right track, but he is badly 
inistaken. If he thinks he can cram such stiff 
down our throats just because we are negroes, 
he’s wrong again. We're no longer ignorant, 
but know our rights, and if they : are not ac- 
corded us there must surely be an aiternative.’’ 

Professor L. M. Hershaw was the next 
speaker. He sized up the crowd by remarking 
that itshould not be judged by quantity, but 
by quality. 

Iie jumped on the appropriation for the nor- 
mai school with both feet, and toall appearance 
mashed itout of recognition. The legislature 
and white people generally also received a 
generous slugging, und for a time the audi- 
ence c he cred Wildly, as they imagined they 

could sce the State university at Athens flying 
in pie ces in every direction. 

Professor ilershaw characterized the normal 
schools as ‘‘werk shops’ and “brick yards.”’ 
Ile referred to Peter IF. Clark, ‘‘a democrat,”’ 
as visiting the Huntsville normal school and 
returning disgusted with the whole thing. He 
switched off on to the relations of northern

people to his race and to the southern white |

people. 
tact with northern people, but don’t take the 
doctrine to themselves. Why, the southern 
people can’t do anything themselves. The 
north built all the railroads, and 
only hete lately, when the city coun- 
cil elected a city comptroller he nad to take a 
long trip up north to learn how to keep books. 

“Then there’s that Chantauqua up yonder. 
That’s anether northern idea. But, oh, no! 
they don't want us to come in contact with the 
northerners and get their ideas. l wonder if 
they are jealous, and afraid we'll get ahead of 
them ?’’ 

Captain C. C. Wimbish had a few 
fire at the Glenn bill. 

He harped on the $8,000 a year string, ex- 
claiming: ‘If we can’t get that 88,000 a year 
appropriation for the Atlanta university, then 
1 say to h—ll with the normal schools.’ 

The crowd was pretty tircd by this time, and 
was about to take its leave, but Key. Fisher 
was on the programme for a speech, and he 
was bound to make it. 

Iie woke up a half dozen of the brethren by 
exclaiming: “I think the schools that bill 
provides for are abnormal instead of normal, 
andif they ever turned out any teachers-—I 
don’t know that Lever heard of a teacher be- 
ing turned out of one of them—they’d be abs 
normal, too. I want to say just a word about 
Mr. Glenn. Two years ago he was dead 
against us, but now he’s trying to pat us on 
the back, and says he’s the best friend we’ve 
got.
